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VALUED BY JURY

Widow, Ordered to Pay
Wife $35,000, Takes

an Appeal.
WIFE, MEANWHILE,
GOT DIVORCE, TOO

Sensational West Virginia Case
Sent to United States Supreme
Court for Ruling as to Juris¬

diction.Mrs. Osenton
First Sued for $100,-

000 Damages.

The sensational $100,000 damage suit
of Mrs Katherlne Osenton. the former
wife of a Fayettevlllc, W. Va., lawyer,
against Mrs. Margaret H. Williamson
for alienation of her husband's affec¬
tion will be sent up by the United
States Circuit Court of Appeals to the
United States Supreme Court to have
the all-Important question of Jurisdic¬
tion settled. United States Senator W.
E. Chilton and Arthur English, of
Charleston, W. Va., and S. W. Walker,
of Martlnsburg, W. Va., appeared in
chambers yesterday to argue as to the
statement of facts and questions or

propositions of law to be certified on
behalf of Mrs. Williamson. C. Hall, of
Charleston, W. Va., represented Mrs.
Osenton.
When the suit was tried In Novem¬

ber, 1912, in the United States District
Court for the Southern District of Vir¬
ginia, at Charleston, the Jury returned
a verdict awarding Mrs. Osenton $35,-
000. An appeal to the United States
Circuit Court of Appeals was immedi¬
ately taken by Senator Chilton and
the attorneys associated with him. and
the argument on the case was made
here before the court on May 20 last.
When the cifcult Judges went into
conference on the case, they found
themselves facing several questions
which they believed the Supreme
Court ought to pass on before the Clt-
euit Court rendered an opinion.

AfTretlonn Vnlunblc.
Chief among these questions is that

of Jurisdiction. Following the discov-
ery of an alleged intimacy between her
husband and Mrs. Williamson, Mrs.
Osenton sued for divorce in the United
States District Court at Charleston, W.
Va. Before applying for the decree,
however, the moved Into Virginia In
order to be able to institute proceen-
ings In the Federal court. A decree
of divorce a vinculo was granted Mrs.
Osenton. Without waiting for that,
however, she entered suit for aliena¬
tion oi affection.
The defense claimed that the Fed¬

eral courts had no Jurisdiction in the
case because the plaintiff was a citisen
of West Virginia, as was the defendant.
Not having obtained a divorce from
her husband at that time, the defense
( lalmcd that Mrs. Osenton's legal resi¬
dence- was in West Virginia with her
husband, regardless of the fact that
she was actually living apart from him
In Virginia.

If the Supreme Court sustains this
plea of Jurisdiction, the case will be
thrown out of the Federal courts, and
suit must be brought all over again
In the State courts of West Virginia.
In such suits the Federal statutes
allow very much larger damages than
the State codes, which means that Mrs.
Osenton could not bring suit for $100,-
000 damages, as, in the eyes of West
Virginia law, her husband's affections
are not worth half that much.

Senniitlonnl Trial.
The trial of the Osenton-Williamson

suit created a seven-day sensation in
West Virginia, where all the parties to
the litigation are prominent. In her
statement of the case, the former Mrs.
Osenton alleged that she was lawfully
married to C. W. Osenton on October
23, 1889, and lived in complete domestic
felicity at Fayetteville, W. Va.. until
the time her husband was thrown
under the pernicious influence of the
rich widow Williamson in the course
of his legal practice. Osenton was en-
gaged to settle the estate left Mrs.
Williamson by her husband on his
death. Since 1906, declared Mrs. Osen¬
ton, Mrs. Williamson had been on un¬

lawfully intimate terms with her hus¬
band Camping trips made by the at¬
torney and his client figured largely In
the testimony of the case. The plain¬
tiff declared that the widow did "un¬
lawfully and wickedly alienate the love
and affection of the plaintiff's hus¬
band, wholly depriving the plaintiff of
the affections, society and assistance
of her husband in domestic affairs."
Judge C. W. Osenton, whose affection

was so highly valued, is a very promi¬
nent attorney in West Virginia, and
has taken no small part In the politics
of that fcttate.

HEETER IS DISMISSED
PittNltnrgli School .Mini Convicted of

Immorality.
Pittsburgh, Pa., June 0..S. L». Heeter,

superintendent of the Pittsburgh public
schools, charged with Immorality, was
dismissed this afternoon by the Board
of Education by a vote of 12 to 1, his
sole supporter being Miss Bculah Ken-
uard, superintendent of the Pittsburgh
Playgrounds Association .

The dismissal reads: "We find
S. I,. Heeter guilty of immorality by
making Improper advances and taking
unwarranted liberties with women af¬
ter In; entered into the employment of
this board, and that said S. D. Heeter
is hereby removed from his office as
superintendent of public schools In this
district."

Heeter came here from St. Paul,
Minn., and achieved unenviable noto¬
riety by his actions towards subordi¬
nates and teachers, and also was
charged with a serious offense by a
domestic in Ills own family.

Mr. Hedges had resigned his Galveston
position on account of 111 health, and
was on his way to Mansfield to visit his
two daughters.

Mr. Hedges was born In this cityfifty years ago, graduated from theHigh School In 1882 and loft soon afterfor Fort Worth. Tex., where he be¬
came editor of the Gazette. From therehe went to Galveston and became man¬aging editor of the News. The bodyor Mr. Hedges was brought to this cityto-day.

NO COMPULSION
IN ARBITRATION

That Peace Principle in
Serious Danger of

Defeat.

TREATIES MAY BE
ALLOWED TO LAPSE

Agreements With England, Italy
and Spain Fail of Renewal,
and It Is Doubtful if Two-
Thirds Vote Can Be Se¬
cured for Pacts With

Other Nations.

Washington. June 6..The principle
of compulsory, arbitration, written into
the code tha't has bound the United
States with twenty-four nations of the
world for the last Ave years, Is In se-<
rious danger, and there is a decided
change In sentiment in the Senate.
The renewal of treaties which favor
concrete evidence of this nation's be¬
lief in such a policy may be Impossible.

In executive BesBion to-night the
Senate again failed to ratify renewals
of the arbitration agreements with
Great Britain, Italy and Spain, which
recently expired. These conventions
provide that questions relating to the
interpretation of treaties, excepting
those that cannot be settled through
diplomatic channels or those of vital
Interest, national honor or Indepen¬
dence, shall be submitted to The Hague.
A similar treaty with France already
has been renewed.

Baffin of Objection.
The main argument to-night arose

over the contention that If the treaty
with Oreat Britain is ratified, the Pan¬
ama Canal tolls question would have
to be submitted to The Hague, but
during the discussion the Japanese
question and the general attitude of the
nation toward compulsory arbitration
was brought up and led to the expres¬
sion of views utterly at variance with
cntjance into such binding agreements
in the future.
A motion to re-refer the three trea¬

ties to the Foreign Relations Commit¬
tee. with instructions that the one with
Great Britain be mollified so as to ex¬
empt specifically the Panama tolls
question, was abandoned, but prolonged
debate was promised for future ses¬
sions.
One Senator went so far as to de-

clare:
"There are many people in the United

States and in the Senate who oughtto live in England."
Senators who-did not speak, but who

discussed arbitration with their col¬leagues during the debate, expresseddecided opinions on the extent to which
this nation has bound itself to arguematters out before a court.
Many Senp.tors were convinced to-

niKht that few of the twenty-three
agreements which coiiip up for re¬
newal In the next few months -willbe agreed to without a hard fight. Al¬
though the treaties probably have
many supporters. Chairman Bacon, of
the Foreign Relations Committee, was
about the only one who spoke In theirbehalf.

Mr. Bacon held the view that under
the British treaty the tolls question
must be arbitrated anil expressed en¬tire sympathy with the California land
legislation.

Srnntom Support Him.
Senator Chantberlln was the onlymember to object to the British treatyyesterday, but in to-night's session,there were nine Senators behind him.Senator O'Gorman, chairman of theInter-Oceanic Canals Committee, in di¬

rect charge of Panama legislation, de¬clared his opposition to arbitration, butsaid that in his opinion the treatywould not cover it.
Senators Crawford. Pomerene andBrlstow argued against ratification ofthe British agreement. Senator Bris-

tow offered a resolution modifying the
treaty so that the tolls question wouldhe exempted specifically. Chairman
Bacon asked the Senate to vote againststich a proposal. He tool< a stand also
against the proposal to recommit thetreaties, saying that they should be the
subject of debate in executive sesEion.
Senator Bacon favored the ratifica¬tion of the pacts, and pointed out that,aside from the tolls, the United Statesmight find Itself In some controversywith Great Britain in the next five

"At the first session of this commis¬
sion 1 came prepared to help in any
way I could," said Mr. Rosenwald. "I
produced our pay roll, which I have
failed after several efforts to recover,
and I did my best, thinking that good
might come of the investigation. Since
then I have changed my opinion; the
commission no longer has my confi¬
dence."

I.iieutenant-Governor Garret O'Hara,
chairman, ami Senators Beale, Tosser
and Woodward, of the commission, list¬
ened without change of countenance,
save that Senator Beale grew some¬
what red.
The announcement of Mr. Rosen-

wald's opinion of the commission came
suddenly when Senator Beale asked
his opinion as to whether female help
was as efllclont as male.

"I prefer not to give this commis¬
sion my opinion," replied the mall
order man.

Pressed further by members of the
commission, Mr. Rosenwald said: "I
do not believe tfcat the purpose of this
investigation is sincere."

DISCUSSED PLANS
NOT YET APPROVED
His Course in Making Public
Proposed Further Procedure

WaBhington, June 6..Attorney-Gen-

eral McReynolds's course in publicly
discussing his plans as to further pro¬
cedure against the tobacco company
and oil trust has displeased the Presi¬
dent. To-day Mr. Wilson summoned
the Cabinet officer to the White House
some time before the regular Cabinet
meeting, and emphasized to the Attor-
ney-General his displeasure over thofact that publicity had been given to
planB that had not yet been submitted
to him.

It Is true that the President knew
of the progressive excise tax plan of
the Attorney-General, hut the intro-
ductlon of the resolution by Senator
Hitchcock came aH a distinct Burpriso

jto him.
The disturbances following the an-

nouncements of the Attorney-General.coming with the unrest caused bythe discussion of tariff legislation,have given the President some uneasi¬
ness, and have not served to make anycloser the relations between Mr. Wilson
and the Attorney-General, which.* it
was reported some clays ago, were be-
coming strained. There was a revival
of the rumor to-day that Mr. McRey-nolds may find it convenient to with¬
draw from the official family of the
President.

Statement From White House.
In view of the widespread idea that

the Attorney-General's proposal was
the expression of a new policy on the
pert of the Wilson administration to
correct trust evils, a White House offi-
clal to-night disclaimed that any gen-
eral policy had been discussed or
adopted. After President Wilson and
the Attorney-General had discussed the
numerous reports that had gone forth
as to the government's alleged inten¬
tion to strike a blow at the tobacco
trust. White House officials decided to
explain just what liad taken place in
administration councils on the tobacco
industry.

"who had never been convicted of a
crime, testified that at the request of
officials In the detective bureau, he
had often induced criminals to com¬
mit burglary in order that they might
be arrested. He was strongly corro-
borated by reputable citizens, includ-
ing an official of an insurance com-
pany, a merchant and others.
"Levy testified that in one case

Deputy - Commissioner Dougherty, in
charge of the detective bureau, gave
him $25 with which to purchase burglar
tools, and after he succeeded in the
burglary paid him $75 for hiB services.
City vouchers for these amounts in

I<evv's favor were found in the comp¬
troller t office.
"Deputy-Commissioner Dougherty and

others involved were subpoenaed by us
and asked to waive immunitv before
giving thoir testimony. This 'they re¬
fused. with one. excoption, and they
were not interrogated. Notwithstand¬
ing the shocking nature of this testi¬
mony and the corroboration received.
the commissioner has taken no action
whatever in the premises. It Is not
surprising that under such lax dis¬
cipline some delcctives turn thieves." I

In conclusion, the report says the
bureau is hopelessly inefficient and
should be reorganized along drastic
lines.

position to the imposition of any coun-
tervailiner duty.
No decision was reached, but. it was

learned that the matter hangs in the
balance, with the leaning toward (tut¬
ting 011 the countervailing duty.

In the Underwood bill retaliatory
duties are Imposed on papers valued at
more than 2^2 cents a pound. The im-
port tax is fixed at 12 per cent ad
valorem, and the countervailing duty
is directed against Canada because of
restrictions on pulp woods and pulp.

'MORE WAR VESSELS
PROVIDED BY BILL

Measure Proposes That President
Be Authorized to Order

Three Battleships.
[Special to The Times-Dispatch.]

Washington, June t>..George S.
Graham, of Philadelphia, to-day intro¬
duced a bill in the House authorizing
the President to order the immediate
construction of three battleships.
These ships are to be as speedy and

as powerful in armor and guns as any
now afloat or iu course of construc-
tlon. No allusion Is made to Japan's
activities in battleship construction, or

to ^ecent authorization for battleships
made by Knglaml and Germany.
To enable the President to issue his

orders for the new battleships without
waiting for nctlon by the Naval Affairs
Committees of the House and Senate,
$15,000,000 is appropriated by the bill,
It Is provided that the battleships shall
not cost more than $6,000,000 each
without their armor and armament.
Each ship, when completely equipped,
will cost about $15,000,000.
Mr. Grahatu presented his bill giving

the President this extraordinary power
for defense of the country because of
his belief "in the woeful unprepared-
ness of the country to resist a sea at¬
tack from any of the great naval
powers of the world."

Similar bills are to follow from
other members of the. House.

A determined effort will be made to
push the Graham bill to passage this
session.

"Your Honor," said District Attorney
